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Response to Restriction Requirement 

Applicant hereby elects claims 1-19 for prosecution on the merits. This election is made 
without traverse, and Applicant reserves the right to file one or more continuation applications 
directed to the nonelected subject matter. 

In part two of the restriction requirement, as set forth in section 7, the Examiner has 
imposed a genus/species restriction requirement with regard to claims 1, 20 and 29. Specifically, 
the Examiner has directed Applicant to elect a particular combination of; first component, 
second component, and dopant or absence of a dopant to comprise a species for further 
prosecution. 

In response to the genus/species restriction requirement, Applicant hereby elects a species 
comprised of a first component which is a lithiated metal phosphate and a second component 
which is an oxynitride of a metal. Applicant further elects the species in which a dopant is 
included. This election is made without traverse. Claims 1-19 all read on the elected species.
